OLONEL YtLAS AND FOREIGN 


31'AILS. 


Postmaster General Vilas will embody 


in his forthcoming report what he calls 
an explanation of his conduct in over- 
ruling a law of congress which appropri- 
ated 3800,000 for carrying tho foreign 
mails, one half of which was to be paid to 
American steamships. The readers of the 
Gazette will probably remember that the 
foreign steamship companies have been 
paid, whilu the American companies have 
not. Besolutions are to be offered iu 
both houses of congress concerning the 
action ot the postmaster general, and an- 
ticipating this movement, Colonel Vilas 
is preparing an answer. Ho will try to 
show that there was a concerted effort 
bytno American steamship companies 
to coerce his action; and he will also un- 
dertake to show that his compromise 
offer of the sea and inland portage, woe 
five times better than their old rate of 
compensation, 


But the fact is that the postmaster gen- 


eral wanted the American steamship 
lines serve as a cheap advertising agency 
for democratic retrenchment and reform. 
It was the intention of the law of con- 
gress to disburse S40C.OOO among the 
American lines. This was regarded as an 
equitable arrangement since the govern- 
ment derived a net profit of over $700,- 
000 at the lowest calculation from this 
foreign service. It is alco a fact that 
this amount is greatly less than foreign 
nations pay their lines for carrying tho 
mails.
